N AN effort to prove that “groceries boost cost 
of living,” the Chicabo “Tribune” a short time 
since published. a list of “staple groceries which 
bring the same price today that they did a year 
, or upon which there has been a marked increase

is not disproportionate to about an 18 per cent de- 
crease in output, the 1910 pack having been but 4,137,- 
000 cases, compared with a pack the year before of 
5,028,000 cases. 

The figures presented by the “Tribtuine” do not make 
a case against canned goods as contributing to the 
high cost of living. Rather, the contrary is true. Take, 
for example, canned sardines and lobster, which were 
found to be retailing at the same prices as last year. 
The production of these articles was smaller for the 
season on which the prevailing prices are based than 
for the preceding season, or that on which the “Trib- 
une” based its 1910 figures. 


Figures representing the sardine and lobster packs 
are not available, but the last salmon pack was only 
4,039,000 cases (estimated), as compared with the pre- 
ceding season’s pack of 5,288,560 cases, a decrease of 
considerably more than a million cases, or approxi- 
mately 24 per cent! Surely this makes favorable com- 
parison with an advance of about 19 per cent in the 
retail price. 

Of the six kinds of canned food mentioned in the 
“Tribune’s” list, oniy one, corn, was produced in larger 
quantity last season than in the year before. The 1910 
pack of corn totaled 10,063,000 cases, against 5,787,000 
cases the year before, yet the “Tribune” finds that the 
price of corn to the consumer,is one cent a dozen cans 
higher. But even in this case it was the operation of 
the law of supply and demand which caused the ad- 
vance, for, while the last pack was much larger than 
the preceding one, it was the first in several seasons 
that was not decidedly short; that is, below the coun- 
try’s annual requirements. Hence the 1910 pack, ar- 
riving on a -bare market, was rapidly absorbed, leaving 
canners’ present stocks only a fraction of what they 
normally are at this time of the year. 

For whatever advances in canned goods prices the 
cost-of-living investigators are able to discover legiti- 
mate reasons exist. This time the retailer is not guilty.

Grocery Jobber Points Out Important Field for Promoting 
Consumption of Canned Foods—Says Work Among 
Those Who Have Been Putting Up Goods at 
Home—Good Results from Canvassing 

Among Farmers. 
BLOOMINGTON, ILL., May 12, 1911. 


Epirok CANNER: A great deal has been said recently about 
how the consumption of canned goods can be increased, and 
various advertising propositions have been suggested. The job- 
bers are equally interested with the canners in seeing more 
eanned goods consumed, and in thinking the matter over we 
have thought of one phase of the situation that has not been 
brought forward in the discussion. 

The big consumption of canned goods at present is in the 
cities, and naturally so. The rural population have been in 
the habit of putting up their own canned goods, fruits partic- 
ularly, and they have as a rule tabooed the factory put-up 
fruits and vegetables. We feel there is a great field for the 
exploitation of canned goods among the farmers, and that 
newspaper advertising that is done should be done through the 
papers which circulate most largely in the rural districts. 


Last season we had a number of customers who canvassed 
their farm trade on canned fruits and vegetables, and results 
were surprising. Dozens of farmers who never bought any 
canned goods of any kind were induced to buy and have become 
regular users and are repeating their orders this spring.. Many 
of these consumers had not used canned goods before, and 
those who had had bought them years ago, before the present 
perfection was obtained in the putting up of canned fruits 
and vegetables by modern methods in the wonderfully well 
organized factories that are in operation today. 

The opening up of these fruits and vegetables has been 
a revelation to these consumers. ‘They are better able to buy 
a good grade of caned goods than the average city man, and 
we feel in our own territory this has opened up a great field 
for the increased output of our brands of canned goods, and 
we believe that the subject is worthy the thoughtful consideration 
of every canner who is working for an increased output of his 
pack. 

We believe it is also true*that the burden of this introductory 
work must fall upon the jobber, and that when he handles his 
lines of canned goods under his own brands, in which he 
takes a pride, he will be willing tv do a large share of this 
Work in order to get his own brands introduced. In this way

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such information urged upon him by some party who has en- 
deavored to mislead him in times past; but the jobber cer- 
tainly knows that the official reports of the pack as given 
out for several years past have been practically correct, at any 
rate,.as nearly correct as it has been possible to make them, 
and that there is no reason to suppose that the report of the 
1910 pack was an incorrect one. 

That tomatoes have not advanced in price as they might 
naturally have been ected to do has been in no sense of 
the word the doings of the jobber, but of the packer, who has, 
either through lack of confidence, through the necessity of 
obtaining quick money, or through willingness to accept a 
reasonable profit, been steadily moving goods all through the 
winter at 80 to 85 cents factory. Of course, many seconds 
and off-grade goods have gone out at below these figures, and 
in some cases, through necessity, or by reason of not thor- 
oughly understanding the fact that seconds goods have been 
making the market, standards have been sold recently as low 
as 7714 cents factory. Happily, this condition is now over, 
and bids of 80 cents factory for standards are plentiful, 
with very few sellers at that figure. 

There seems to be no good reason why the jobber should get 
sore at an advance in price. He has often said in the past 
that he made a better-profit on tomatoes when they were high 
than when the market was excessively: low, and there seems to 
have been no reason for a change in that position. 

He can only be hurt by an advance when such an advance 
eatches him short of goods while his competitor holds good 
stocks. There seems to be little danger that he will be caught 
in this position at-the present time, as it seems pretty certain 
that no jobbers hold stocks, at leaSt only such a small per- 
centage of them as to have no weight. 

The hand-to-mouth policy of buying has undoubtedly been the 
cause of the delay in the advance of prices. Such a policy has 
its advantages, and also its disadvantages. It prevents the 
jobber from getting caught with large spot stocks on a de- 
lining market, and also relieves him of the trouble and ex- 
pense of putting a large amount of capital in canned tomatoes, 
md lumbering up his warehouse with them; but it also finds 
him bare of stocks on an advancing market. 

This is, however, a matter of little moment to him, always 
provided that ‘his competitors are in the same situation, as 
practically all are at this time. Hence an advance at the 
present time would hurt no one, and would be of benefit to 
none, except the very few people who hold goods. These for- 
tunate, or unfortunate, as the case may be, people are alto- 
gether responsible at the present time for the course of the 
market. If they will accept 80, 7744 or 75 cents they will 
get just that for them; or, if they will sell no goods below the 
$1.00 spoken of by Mr. Wilson. 

As there is absolutely no codperation on the part of the 
packers to foree such a price, there can be no reasonable 
objection on the part of buyers to paying it; but, as it would 
not do for any jobber to pay such a price and then have his 
competitor buy later on at a lower figure, we may reasonably 
expect that no jobber will buy freely at this, or any other 
advanced figure, until thoroughly satisfied that there will be no 
slump in prices fellowing immediately on his purchase, a thing 
which has happened so often in the past as to cause him to 
be very cautious in his purchases of canned tomatoes. 

Such slumps have been caused by the hand-to-mouth pur- 
chasing policy, which has been primarily the cause of the 
extraordinarily low prices of canned tomatoes ever since its 
adoption, and it is plainly apparent that there will never be a 
satisfactory condition of affairs in the tomato packing busi- 
ness until conditions are entirely rearranged and packers place 
themselves in a position to carry their goods and let them go 
on the market as needed, not as the packer needs the money. 

In other words, it is drifting towards the time of the large 
concern with plenty of capital and storage room, and the day 


of the small packer is gradually and surely passing.

in Factory Ownership, New Plants Planned, Incorporations, Fires, Company Meetings, Etc | . 











The canning plant at Camanche, Ia., has been making a run 
on beans. 

Work has been nearly completed on the new canning factory 
at Columbus, Wis. 

C. B. Newland is putting in a tomato canning plant at Bain- 
bridge, Ind., and will operate same this season. 

Improvements and additions are being made to the plant of 
the Lanark, Ill., Canning Co., preparatory to the coming sea- 
son’s pack. 

R. B. Hazelip is erecting a canning factory at Enfield, Ul., 
which will be ready for this year’s pack. The company will be 
known as the Enfield Canning Co. . 

A recent report from Elba, Wis., said: ‘‘They are push- 
ing the work on the Elba Canning factory as fast as possible 
so as to be ready for the June peas.’’ 

A large cannery is being built in northern California, on 
the Klamath river, by a Los Angeles*company, which is rep- 
resented on the ground by Dr. A. Hogan. 
ling plant there. 

Acecrding to a report from Grand Junction, Colo., five hun- 
dred acres of tomatoes have been: contracted for by the Loma 
cannery management. This factory is being built by the 
Reed-Shoup interests of Colorado Springs. 

Te outlook for the new canning plant at San Benito, Tex., 
is reported good for this season. More than 350 acres have 
been planted to tomatoes, besides many acres of beans, okra. 
sweet potatoes and other vegetables. A recent report from San 
Benito said that the initial run would be made on sauerkraut. 
O. S. Dingee, the well known cannery man, of Chicago, has 
charge of the San Benito factory. 

A report under recent date from Ashland, Wis., said: ‘‘ Al- 
pena canning interests have made several -hundred contracts in 
Douglas county for the growing of peas for canning this year, 
and it is the statement of the experts that Douglas county will 
eventually become one of the greatest pea producing sections 
in the state. In lots of sixty acres planted the company agrees 
to furnish seed and pay $1.40 to $1.60 per bushel.’’ 

An organization has been completed at Pearland, near An- 
chor, Tex., called the Pearland Canning Co., which proposes to 
erect a small canning factory for tomatoes and fruits. D. H. 
Hatfield and Messrs. Erdman and Sanford were elected as the 
executive board for the coming year. C. R. Richey, of Allison- 
Richey Land Company, is president; Dr. W. E. Long, secretary, 
and G. E. Miller, treasurer.« They~will at, once ingorporate for 
$5,000. ‘

PRICES ON NEW ITALIAN TOMATOES. 

Opening prices of new pack Italian tomatoes made 
to English markets at the end of last month were 3d 
a dozen higher than last season’s initial figures. The- 
advance is said to be justified by the increased cost 
of tinplate and higher factory expenses generally. It 
is stated that last year’s prices were unremunerative to 
the Italian packers. 
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. Cae ti Pickles—Expert Says Jobbers Not 
Poach Goods Into Gaadcuntten As ‘ en Stocks 
Were Larger—Need of Uniform Food Laws—Cu- 
cumber Acreage—Steady Market Predicted. 

By Charles J. Sutphen, of Grant, Beall & Co., Chicago. 

The pickle situation at this time is peculiar. Stocks 
are lighter now than they have been in years. A steady 
rade is going on, but the amount of purchases is 
small. It will be five months before the new crop of 
cucumbers will be sufficiently cured for manufacturing 
purposes. Manufacturers and jobbers are buying just 
enough to cover immediate wants. Both are looking 
forward to a lower range of values. 

The principal manufacturers have enough pickles 
to catty them into fall, but the jobbers have little or 
no stock, The small salters are practically cleaned 
yp. In ordinary years this state of affairs would 
make high prices for salt stock. Such is not the 
case this season, however, and no one can give an 
intelligent reason why vat run pickles in brine should 
not be worth $1.75 to $2 per bushel. 

All manufacturers state that business is good, that 
sales so far this year are above the average, etc. We 
know that the jobber is carrying little or no stock. 
Ten years ago every jobber had from one to five cars 
on hand, and the sales manager would get his men 
to push the goods. (This put more pickles into con- 
sumption.) As it is now, when they get an order 
fora few barrels they place it with a manufdcturer 
—just enough to cover their orders. 

The pure food laws as interpreted and enforced 
make the jobber feel uneasy—he is afraid to buy. 
Expert testimony is advanced for and against the 
use of alum and benzoate in the preparation of pickles. 
“When doctors disagree who shall decide?” as Shake- 
speare wrote. If the pure food laws were uniform, that 
is to say, the national and state laws agreeing, the 
manufacturer and the jobber would both feel more 
sure of their ground: 

Another thing: If the food commissioners would 
not take an antagonistic attitude against the manu- 
facturer and would work in harmony with him, aiding 
him to solve the various questions he is wrestling with, 
it would create a better feeling all around. Every 
reputable manufacturer is in favor of a pure food 
law and against adulteration and deception. 

After a careful canvass of the situation as to the 
amount of acreage cucumbers that will be grown this 


season, I find that the number of acres will be below 
the average. A number of new salting stations have 
been established and quite a number of old ones have 
been discontinued. It is becoming more difficult each 
year to get farmers to grow pickles ; the contract price 
has been advanced 50 per cent and those dealers who 
are looking for.a lower range of values will be dis- 
appointed, because all ingredients entering into com- 
position of pickles and condiments cost more. Labor 
is higher also. I PREDICT THAT THE MARKET 
ON PICKLES WILL CONTINUE STRONG 
THROUGHOUT THE COMING SEASON. 

Futures are being offered on the basis of $6 for 
mediums, fall delivery, f. o. b. factory, standard goods. 
Most packers have taken on all the business they 
care to for the present; as the season advances, if the 
conditions warrant, they may book a certain number 
of cars more, otherwise not. 

Cucumber Acreage in the West. 

There will be an increased acreage planted in cu- 
cumbers in some western points and a smaller acre- 
age at others. It is too early to make accurate com- 
parison with last season’s acreage. 


Warm Weather Affects Kraut. 
Weather of late has been too warm for sauerkraut 
and the demand has been lessened. Some low prices 
on kraut are reported. 


Screening Saves Cabbage Plants. 

Growers of cabbage plants who have been annoyed 
by maggot injury to their seed beds will find much 
to encourage them in Bulletin 334 of the New York 
Agricultural Experiment ‘Station at Geneva. This 
bulletin summarizes the experience of eleven grow- 
ers who screened their beds in 1910, and not only es- 
caped maggot and flea beetle injury, but also had 
earlier, better plants under the cheese cloth than they 
got from seed sown at the same time on unscreened 
areas alongside. The expense of screening varied 
from 6 to 20 cents a thousand plants, averaging about 
12 cents. The bulletin, like others available at the 
station, will be sent without charge to those who write 
for it. 

Several hundred dollars damage was done recently to the 


storage house of the Pueblo (Colo.) Pickle Co. by fire, which 
started from an unknown cause.

Local traders tell us that ‘‘There is something doing every 2 


day,’’ also that ‘‘We are selling quite a few small orders 
from day to day,’’ but for all that the canned goods market 
this week is giving a fair imitation of the slumbrous stock 
market before the Supreme Court handed down its famous 
decision in the oil trust case. Canned goods trading appears 
to be in need of some sarsaparilla or other tonic to drive away 
that Spring feeling. 

We are speaking of current business. Transactions since 
January first are declared by some reliable Chicago brokers 
to show up on their books bigger than last year to this date, 
and it will be recalled that last year was a good year. In 
the business done here during the past month spot tomatoes, 
apples and spot corn have figured rather prominently. 

Trading should soon show a quickened pace, for unques- 
tionably there are big requirements in canned goods as yet 
unsatisfied. 

From a number of sections we hear complaints of drouth, 
the ground being too dry for the proper seasonable advance- 
ment of vegetation. It may be noted that the drouth is hav- 
ing a tendency to reduce tomato acreage, as also to strengthen 
the ideas of packers regarding futures. In fact THE CANNER 
has private information from a well informed and reliable 
Baltimore source to the effect that several of the largest 
tomato packers in that section have sold all the futures they 
care to sell and will not at this time consider any more busi- 
ness. The Maryland pea crop also was feeling the effects of 
the drouth, according to advices received by THE CANNER 
Tuesday. Peas in that section have not developed normally. 
No complaints of drouth have been received as yet from Wis- 
consin, though that state will require more or less rain from 
now on. 

Tomatoes—The feeling is somewhat stronger. The bulk 
of the week’s spot tomato business, speaking locally, has gone 
to the Big R. brand put out by T. R.—not the ‘‘T. R.’’ of 
the daily press. Most every buyer in Chicago has taken more 
or less Big R. brand, and taken them at 85¢ Chicago, a figure 
too low to be acceptable by Western packers for their stand- 
ard 3s, for which they ask 2%4c better, or 87%4c Chicago. 
They quote 85¢ f. o. b. factory, but not delivered Chicago. 
Result: Big R. has been getting the orders. 

Future Western No. 3 standard tomatoes are generally 
quoted at 82%c factory, though we hear of some naming 80¢ 
for new packing standard 3s. Buying of futures continues 
slow. The jobbers have bought freely this spring of future 
corn and peas, but have purchased future tomatoes very 
sparingly, one reason for this being that they don’t consider 
tomatoes afford the same opportunity to make attractive 
profits, corn and peas being regarded as better money-makers 
for the jobber. 

Peas—Old peas are so closely cleaned up that one of the 
biggest brokers in Chicago said to THE CANNER on Tuesday 
that it would be impossible for him to scare up among his 
packers 1,000 cases of spot peas of all grades. All the old 
peas are practically certain to be out of first hands by the 
time packers are ready to ship new goods, which will not be 
ready, not even Southern Indiana packs, before the latter 


half of June. Reports indicate that Indi ’ C 
trifle late, but Indiana ought to start pecking tieaalll wa 
week in May, and shipments from that state wil] @ w last 
June 15 or after. The prices on clean-up sales of aoe 
have shown more or less variation, but this does a = 
to all of their business.

Corn—Spot market today is quiet, but sale 
and through Chicago since May Ist have totaled ada in 
business.

able at that figure, and we hear of other western : 
including Illinois, who are asking 75c factory. Futures te. 
main quiet, 65¢ f. 0. b. factories being quoted by the limited 
number of western packers. who are willing to accept addi- 
tional business. Spot fancy corn, from what we are able to 
learn, is nearly cleaned up. It is quoted at 806¢ to 821b¢ 
f. 0. b. ae 

Miscellaneous Vegetables—We hear of No. 3 kr btain- 
able at 50ce, Chicago; No. 3 spinach, $1.10, Chicago; No 10 
standard spinach, $3.40, Chicago; No. 2 standard sueeots 
90e, Chicago; fancy, $1.15; No. 3 standard lye hominy, 50e; 
No. 2 choice cut golden wax beans, 75c; No. 10 choice cut 
golden wax beans, $3.50; No. 2 choice cut green Refugee 
beans, 70c; No. 2 choice green Refugees, No. 4 grade, 77\%e, 

Fruits—Peaches are the feature, California spot peaches 
being very strong and tending higher, this ascribed to the 
absorption of spot supplies by the steady demand and the 
difficulty of getting orders quickly filled on the Coast. 

The ‘‘Fruit Grower’’ states, in speaking of future Cali. 
fornia canned fruits, that ‘‘but very little is as yet learned 
of as being done by canners in the way of selling. A few 
operators are reported as having been selling 1911 pack on 
the basis of 1910 quotations, in some cases, however, except- 
ing apricots from these figures. Green fruit prices in several 
of the lines in California will be higher than last year and 
apricots, of course, particularly.’’ 

Advance orders for 1911 pack Michigan small fruits have 
been large this season, though the bulk of the business was 
placed very early in the year. Recently there has been a re- 
awakening of interest among buyers, attributed to the close 
proximity of the packing season. Some few reports have 
been received from New York, to the effect that the cherry 
crop has been considerably damaged, but that, as a whole, 
fruit prospects are encouraging. The following are f. o: b, 
factory quotations on future Michigan small fruits:

Those 
willing to accept business are asking 90¢ per doz., f. 0. b., for 
No. 3s. 


Asparagus—The feeling has improved. Jobbers have urged 
stock into retail channels and retailers have in many in- 
stances reduced prices to the consumer. The 1911 pack may 
fall below present expectations. Packers have wired brokers 
that in some cases their output will be 25 to 30 per cent less 
even than a year ago, Low prices have discouraged production, 
so far as canners go, and the belief is strong that a rise in 
values will be effected after the close of the coming season. 

Cove Oysters—The market is quiet, prices ruling f. o. b. 
Baltimore as follows: No. 1, 1% oz., 40c; No. 1, 3 0z., 62\4e; 
No. 1, 4 0z., 65e; No. 1, 5 oz., 70e; No. 1, 6 0z., 75¢; No, 1,6 
oz., extra selects, $1.35; No. 2, 3 oz., 80c; No. 2, 6 oz., $1.05; 
No. 2, 8 oz., $1.25; No. 2, 10 oz., $1.40; No. 2, 12 oz., $1.50;

Salmon—Stocks are very light in distributors’ as well as 
packers’ hands and prices in consequence are extremely 
strong. Interest in futures is increasing, the demand for this 
year’s pack being strong, with hints from the Coast of fur 
ther advances, including a raise in the price of Alaska reds, 
also Alaska and Puget Sound pink salmon. An advance on 
the latter is, in fact, predicted. Coast advices to THE CANNER 
note that prices on Chinook salmon will be put out very soom 
now. A meeting has been called for the purpose of consider- 
ing the matter, and it is expected that quotations will be at 
least 5e a dozen above last year’s.

Peas—There has been quite an inquiry for cheap Wisconsin 
spot peas, and a few sales have heen made at 85e¢ to 90¢ a 
dozen Missouri river. This makes a close margin for both 
jobbers and retailers to keep a pea in a 10¢ seller, but such 
has been the case up to date, the jobber really selling these 
peas at a price below the usual margin. 

Spot Corn—Few lots of spot corn have been sold, as well 
as some future, on a basis of 75¢ to 77%e, f. o. b. factory. 
Jobbers are buying just enough tomatoes to take care of 
their immediate wants, the price being 92%4c for No. 3. and 
90e for Utah.

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Demand for 1911 Pack—The demand for 1911 salmon is 
already so insistent as to lead prominent packers to realize 
that an advance will be almost necessary. An advance on all 
grades of the Alaska pack of 5 cents a dozen is considered 
probable even in-the face of an unusually large pack, and 
those who have been willing to give future orders definite 
consideration are said to have had numerous small orders 
confirmed on that basis. One broker states that in case a 
short pack should result in Alaska, as was the case last year, 
that a price of $1.45 or $1.50 would be warranted and is even 
probable. 

Columbia River Salmon—Prices on Chinooks from the 
Columbia river will be announced very shortly, as a meeting 
for this purpose has been called for an early date. It is 
expected that an advance of 5 cents per dozen will be made 
in halves, which would bring this shape to $1.15. Flats will 
probably sell at $1.95, as compared with $1.90 last year, and 
talls at $1.80, as compared with last year’s price of $1.75. 

Alaska and Puget Sound Pinks—While a large pack of 
this grade is expected, the markets are so bare that brokers 
believe an advance in price will be warranted, and one inter- 
est predicts that the entire pack will sell readily at 90 
cents as compared with 80 cents last year.

Eprror CANNER: Readers of THE CANNER are more inter- 
ested just now on the prospective pack of sweet corn, and 
the acreage in particular, but it is very difficult to throw 
much light on the latter inquiry. The probability is that 
there will be a slight increase in acreage if the present plans 
are carried out, but the ‘‘best laid schemes. of mice and 
men gang oft aglee.’’ 

On the night of May 12, a drouth which had lasted a 
long time was broken by local showers. Still, a heavy rain 
is necessary, but Maine is thankful for what fell. However, 
it will save the packers, for a short time at least, from the 
danger of the farmers refusing to plant. The acreage de- 
pends on future conditions. One thing sure, there is little 
danger of an overpack. I often-wish I was younger, but_ad- 
vancing years have one advantage—experience. Many years 
ago, when the popular price was $1.20 per dozen, and the 
consumption was a small thing as compared with the present 
time, I remember a surplus of one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand cases of Maine corn. It Jid not even cheek the in- 
dustry but a short time, and later every case was sold. 
Present day packers, and especially buyers, get scared too 
easily. It is poor business to count the shadows as well as 
the substance. é ' 

Corn—Few sales have been made of spot corn lately, for 
the stock from which to draw is in jobbers’ hands entirely; 
but there are frequent sales, at full prices, of futures. It is 
a certainty that many large buyers have yet to purchase, 
even while they have covered their present wants. Every 
ean of future Maine corn will be needed before a year rolls 
by, and the market is firm, even under the pressure of stag- 
nation. We had a poet once ‘in Portland who wrote, ‘‘ Fear 
not each sudden sound and shock, ’Tis of the wave, and 
not the rock.’’ Longfellow wrote the truth. Buyers must 
pay at least 8714c for future fancy corn, up to 90c. If 
packers cannot get their money back, they will cut down 
the acreage and not pack, for there is no law to compel them 
to. We are some weeks yet from planting time on the aver- 
age. 

Apples—No tree has begun to bloom. After the rain, con- 
ditions will be changed soon, and the prospective crop come 
forth in such shape that packers will have a sure foundation 
and not offer on a sort of gamble. The quotations vary from 
$2.25 to $2.50 for futures, while prices, if any, quoted below 
this figure, should be looked over very carefully. After look- 
ing. over the price, look over Bradstreet or Dun. 

lueberries—No spots. Excellent sales have been made of 
futures, subject to approval of prices when made. 

Clams—The close time is here, hence packing is over and 
stocks extremely light. 

Sardines—To give quotations on sardines is like trying to 
hit the bull’s eye with a crooked gun, one that will shoot 
around the corner. Good \ oils sold last week from $2.75 to 
$2.80, new goods. 

Squash and Pumpkin—Good quality of New York is wanted 
in spot goods, while the future of Maine have, on the basis 
of 80¢c and 75¢e for pumpkin and 90¢ for No. 3 squash, sold

Reports from Eastport, Me., state 
that the run of fish on even dates this season is little better 
than_last year. More fish has been packed to date than last 
year, however. Imported sardines are sluggish. Plenty of 
Portuguese stock in low grades is to be had on the market, 
Norways are not so freely offered. 

Salmon—The, feature seems to be the easiness noted in 
medium red fish. Stock offers now down to $1.45 per dozen 
on talls. Sales early in the week were noted at $1.40. This 
feature, in view of the exceedingly strong tone on red talls 
and pink talls, has been a surprise to holders. No difficulty 
has been experienced in selling pinks at $1.27% here. Most 
holders quoted $1.30. Red talls have been maintained at 
$1.70 to $1.75 a dozen. Demand on the whole has been fair, 
but it must be understood that practically all the stock avail- 
able is in the hands of jobbers. Interest, of course, centers 
in the coming announcement of prices on 1911 pack Chinook 
salmon. It is intended that the basis will be at least $1.85 
per dozen, f. o. b. Coast on No. 1 talls; at least $2.00 on flats 
and $1.15 on halves. Spot sockeye and Chinook salmon is 
closely cleaned up even from the jobbers. It is held that on 
even the prospective high basis on Chinooks there will be 
confirmations of subject to approval of price orders sufficient 
to clean up the pack. 

Peas—Demand has continued good for all medium grades, 
and sales on acceptable quality have been at 85¢ to 92% 
here. Stock now at the inside figures is hard to get. Some 
buying of No. 2 standard sifted Alaska 3s at 80¢ factory in 
the West has been done. Extra sifted sweets sold at $1.10 
f. o. b, Wisconsin factory, but no large lots are to be had in 
any quarter. The pack in the West, it is feared, will be late 
owing to the delay in planting seed. A little business is 
doing in future Southern peas, with some packers still will- 
ing to sell at 7244¢ for standards, 8244c for sifted and 92%¢ 
for extra sifted; f. 0. b. factory. The offerings are now said 
to be less freely made. 

Tomatoes—The tone at the close was stronger on No. 3s 
in full standard grade Maryland pack, based on 80¢ regular 
f. o. b. factory. Bids of 77%4¢ have been declined. The 
firmness noted is due to a large extent to the recent buying 
for Canadian aceount of some 30,000 cases, and an inquiry for 
further lots from the same source. Advices in hand from 
the South are to the effect that the carry oyer has been 
greatly reduced and the holders aré now in a position to hold 
on. They are resisting offers at 7714c and in some cases

The quota- 
tions range from 57%4c to 62%4c. California No. 8s have 
weakened Maryland and New Jersey No. 10s. On the 8s 
sales have been at $2.50 to $2.60 per dozen. Maryland 10s 
are offered at $2.90, f. o. b. factory, and Jersey 10s at $3.15 
to $3.20 here. There seems to be no special selling pressure, 
and the outlook is for a higher level of values. Future toma- 
toes are dull and interest limited to purchases of special 
grades. Packers, on the other hand, are not disposed to sell 
freely. Future Maryland 3s are quoted at 72%c to 75e, and 
No. 10s at $2.40 to $2.45, f. o. b. factory. Brokers are out 
predicting a considerably higher market before the actual 
packing season on both spot and futures. 

Corn—The market is quiet. State fancy on spot is offered 
at 85e delivered. Most holders quote 87%4c to 90ce. Standard 
of good grade offers at 80c, but bids of 774%c have been re- 


fused. A little business in future state corn is possible at- 


75e delivered. Some lots of Southern Maine Style corn offer 
at 80¢ delivered, but anything near faney grade is hard to 
pick up under 85¢ here. Western corn offers freely as to 
grade and pack at 82%c to 85e here. A fair recent business 
has been done in-future Maine Style corn at 67%4c factory. 
Western futures offer at 65c, f. o. b. factory, on Illinois and 
Iowa pack. There is not much change in Maine corn on spot, 
and the trend seems to be toward a higher level. Stocks of 
corn in the hands of the jobbers are said to be fair. 

String Beans—New York State Cut Refugees, No. 2 tins, 
sold here at 70¢ to 80c a dozen as to quality and pack. There 
is a good déal of stock still to be had at 72%4c, but the qual- 
ity is low. No. 10 Refugees State pack are held up to’ $3.50 
here. On No. 3s the range is 97%¢ to $1.00. Some No. 2s 
sold out at $1.20. There is an effort made to reduce holdings 
in advance of the new pack. A very light business is noted 
in futures. 

Canned Fruits—California lemon clings are firmer on all 
grades, and the few lots now in first hands are held out of the 
market at an advance. In the opinion of some of the best 
posted interests here there is a prospect of much higher 
prices on 1911 pack in all grades owing to the higher cost 
from growers. The market, it is said, will open at least 10c 
a dozen over the present selling price. Extra standard No. 
2% lemon clings sold at $1.55 to $1.60 here. Standards are 
quoted at $1.35 in some cases, but there are a few lots rated 
a little better than seconds to be had at $1.27%.

Apricots—No. 214 standards sold at the close at $1.42% 
per dozen. Sellers are indifferent. It is realized that the 
coming crop will be light and prices higher than last season. 
Almost no interest is reported in table grades in No. 8s. The 
situation in cherries and other small fruits seems to be strong, 
but buyers are by no means keen on stock for future delivery 
based on the ideas of packers. A little business for early 
wants has been done. Pears are held on a little higher level 
for California No. 2%4 standards, with $1.65 delivered quoted. 

Apples—State No. 10s are firm on fancy grade at $3.20 de- 
livered. Choice stock might be picked up here and there at 
around $3.00. A good business locally was done early in 
the week. So far as can be learned there is nothing in 1911 
pack in State pack to be had under $2.30 factory.

Some Remarks on Saccharin. 

We have recently examined quite 2 number of different kinds 
of food products containing saccharin as 2 sweetener. The 
use of saccharin has just recently sprung up again. For two 
or three years. we have had no goods here to be tested for 
saccharin, and were under the impression that its use had been 
practically discontinued. 

During the years 1904 and 1905 we conducted some original 
research work with saccharin, feeding same in stated doses to 
guinea. pigs the same as our published experiments with sali- 
eylic acid and benzoate of soda. The amount of saccharin fed 
to the guinea pigs daily was about five milligrams. This was 
mixed with cereal. The immediate effect of the saccharin was 
not apparent. Old guinea pigs did not seem to suffer in any 
way; their digestion seemed to be all right, they did not lose 
weight, and at the end of the feeding term, which was thirty 
days in one case and sixty days in another, they did not ap- 
pear to suffer. The only evidence of a deleterious effect was 
the apparent action on the pregnant female; in every case they 
gave birth to dead pigs. Other pigs which were being fed 
salicylic acid and benzoate of soda at the same time were not 
thus affected; all these gave birth to healthy pigs, and as soon 
as the young ones were old enough they also were put upon a 
diet of the same kind. ; 

At the time of the experiment we felt that we could not 
print a favorable report on saccharin, and we hesitated to 
print an unfavorable report owing to the very peculiar results 
which might or might not have been justly attributed to the 
use of saccharin in the feed. We preferred to take the ground 
that saccharin was a substance used as a substitute for sugar, 
that the consumer in buying food materials sweetened with 
saccharin would be deceived thereby, that saccharin was not 
a food in any form, that it passed through the alimentary 
tract and was eliminated through the kidneys in the urine with- 
out any change in its composition. An analysis of the urine 
showed the presence of saccharin in a pure form. Another 
reason for our condemning saccharin as a sweetener for canned 
goods and other food products was its gradual nauseating ef- 
fect; some manufacturers who had been using it for a long 
time reported to us that the trade was gradually dropping oif 
on the goods in which saccharin was used. This in itself would 
seem to point to some deleterious effect. 

We bring the subject up at this time, giving the facts as we 
found them with our experiments with saccharin, not as added 
evidence of its deleterious effect but as a simple statement of 
fact. The saccharin may or may not have been the cause of the 
still births, nevertheless the still births occurred in every case. 
The recent decisions of the Referee Board would seem to lend 
color to the theory that saccharin was responsible for those 
still births. We here reproduce Food Inspection Decision No. 
135, and would advice all of our friends manufacturing food 
products not to use saccharin in any form, nor under any 
trade name, as it is sometimes sold under names to disguise 
its true character: 

Food Inspection Decision No. 135—Saccharin in Food. 


At the request of the Secretary of Agriculture, the Referee Board 
of Consulting Scientific Experts has conducted an investigation as to 
the effect on health of the use of saccharin. The investigation has 


been concluded, and the Referee Board repo

We received a sample of pea hulls from one of our sub. 
seribers which was found to consist of the following:

It will be noticed that the sample as received is a bit better 
than the average green fodder. The protein in this sampk 
runs about like the protein in a good hay, although this sample 
contains 42% of moisture as received. On the dry basis the 
protein runs nearly 15%, which compares favorably with a 
number of the better feeding stuffs. However, the erude fibre 
on the dry basis is rather high. This, of course, would he 
somewhat objectionable if used in mixtures, but the straight 
pea hulls if sufficiently dried would certainly constitute a very 
fair feeding stuff. This product can be dried very easily, and 
it would seem that there is no reason why driers could not 
installed to take care of this product, bag it and get rid of it 
at once. 

Of course, the green product makes very good ensilage, and 
it is probable that it would be easier and possibly more proft- 
able to utilize it for this purpose instead of drying. Before 
drying it might be advisable to bleach this product with sul 
phur’ because naturally it has a rather dark color. In this 
connection it must be remembered that the ruling of the United 
States Department of Agriculture applying to the use of sul 
phur dioxide in foods would also apply to stock foods, and care 
would have to be used not to exceed the amount allowed, which 
is 350 milligrams of sulphur dioxide per kilogram of food.

Sugar Content of Peas.—In certain years which are unfa- 
vorable to the development of the pea it is well known that 
good results are not obtained in canning peas, due to the fact 
that the liquor in which the peas are canned becomes cloudy 
or turbid, and sometimes the entire content of the can be-

good green color, also gave a quality of pea liquor in which 
much was still to be desired. The experiments were conducted 
as follows: 

First Experiment.—The shelled peas were blanched in pure 
water, placed in the cans and covered with canning water to 
which 0.5% sodium chloride had been added. 

Second Experiment.—The blanching water had added to it 
0.5% sodium carbonate; otherwise the experiment was con- 
ducted as in Experiment 1. 

Third Experiment.—The canning water contained an addi- 
tion of 2% sodium chloride and 0.5% sodium carbonate. 

Fourth Experiment.—The canning water contained an addi- 
tion of 144% sodium chloride and 144% of sugar. 

The processing of the samples was effected at 115 degrees 
Centigrade, 10 minutes for the rise, 15 minutes at rest and 
7 minutes for the fall. 

The peas from Experiment 1 of both varieties gave strongly 
turbid pea liquid, and the formation of jelly was also ap- 
parent. 

Experiment 2 gave similar results. 

In Experiment 3 the formation of jelly was not so much ob- 
served, although a turbidity of the pea liquor was apparent. 

Experiment 4 gave similar results as Experiment 3. The 
turbidity of the pea liquor, however, was less. 

As a confirmation of previous results, the following experi- 
ments were undertaken: 

Fifth Experiment.—The blanching water had added to it 
50 grams of chemically pure hydrofluoric acid (25 per cent) 
to 100 liters, and the canning water was sodium chloride solu- 
tion of a strength of 0.5 per cent. The sterilization was carried 
out as above. 

Sizth Experiment.—The blanching water was prepared as in 
Experiment 5, the canning water containing an addition of 
144% sodium chloride and 144% sugar. 

These experiments showed the fact that amylogen resulted 
from the starch through the action of weak acid. The tur- 
bidity of the pea liquor was much retarded and the jellying 
was no longer in evidence. The best results were obtained 
by the combination of the added amylogen-forming substances 
to the blanching water, as well as to the canning water. The 
addition to the needful ingredients is in no way against the re- 
quirements of the food law. The formation of sugar removes 
the mealy taste of the previously thick pea mass, and in this 
respect is an improvement.

The California bill was known as the Hamilton Bill N 
1331 and required first, that food products be branded with 
the weight or measure; and second, that the name and ad 
dress of the manufacturer or packer be declared upon labels, 

The proposed law was vigorously opposed by the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association and particularly by the 
wholesale grocers of California. 

The fight against the compulsory weight or measure brand- 
ing of provisions of the bill was made, first, upon the ground 
that the bill made no allowances whatever for the unavoid- 
able variations of weight or measure due to evaporation 
shrinkage and other inevitable causes; and, second, that, in 
the interests of uniformity, the legislature of California or 
of any other state ought not to act upon this question until 
Congress has amended the model National Food Law in this 
respect. 

The fight against the manufacturer’s name provision of 
the bill was made upon the ground that the manufacturer had 
the CLEAR RIGHT, without legislation of any kind, to brand 
his own name upon a product prepared by him; that the 
wholesaler and the retailer had the equal right to have their 
names or private labels placed upon the goods distributed 
by them, and, finally, therefore, that the question of the 
name that should appear upon the labels of a particular lot 
of shipment of goods was a simple question of PRIVATE 
CONTRACT between the BUYER and SELLER of that par. 
ticular lot of goods, and that it was not only improper and 
unjust, but an actual infringement of clear constitutional 
rights for the legislature affirmatively to interfere and com- 
pel the branding of the manufacturer’s name in violence of 
the wishes of the parties. 

The most effective opposition to the bill was conducted 
by the California wholesale grocers under the lead of Mr. P. 
C. Drescher, of Sacramento. The advocates of the bill sue- 
ceeded in having it passed agaiust the opposition of the 
wholesalers in both the Assembly and Senate, but the oppo- 
sition was continued before the Governor. After the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature, a general hearing was given by him, 
at which the friends and opponents of the bill appeared and 
presented their arguments, and we are pleased to report that 
after hearing and consideration, the Governor determined to 
withhold his signature, and, therefore, under the California 
Constitution the bill does not become a law. 

The good and the value to all members of united assoeia- 
tion work for just ends cannot be better illustrated than by 
the results in California, and the entire trade are greatly in- 
debted to the wholesalers of that state.

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Annual Exhibit of Evaporating Machinery Announced for 
Webster, N. Y., on May 27—New Features to Be 
Demonstrated—Large Attendance Expected. 

The annual exhibit of fruit evaporating machinery 
will be held at Webster, Monroe county, New York, 
on Saturday, May 27, 1911, at which some new fea- 
tures in this kind of machinery will be demonstrated. 

This exhibit is expected to be largely attended by 
persons interested in the evaporating of apples and 
fresh fruits and the marketing of this line. It is the 
only exhibit of the kind held anywhere in the United 
States and usually there is a large attendance from 
various parts of the country. Owing to the active 
season anticipated, the attendance is confidently ex- 
pected to be larger than ever before. 

Secretary Mississippi Valley Apple Growers’ Association 
Looks for Big Crop. 

Secretary James Handly of the Mississippi Valley 
Apple Growers’ Association reports to THE CANNER 
from Quincy, IIl., under date of May 13: 

“Generally speaking, the outlook for fruit in the Mis- 
sissippi valley this year is very flattering, causing most 
sanguine expectation of satisfactory harvests. Refer- 
ring particularly to the apple crop, it might be said 
that the yield of the Ben Davis variety in many or- 
chards will be light, but the promise of other varieties 
will more than even up in final results. It is well, 
however, to look at both sides of the proposition and 
also to realize that many orchards will pass through 
crucial tests during the next two or three months, and 
their condition will, in a greater or less degree, affect 
the fall harvests. 

“The indifference and neglect awarded to many or- 
chards are matters greatly to be regretted. A large 
class of apple growers fail to appreciate the impor- 
tance of spraying and cultivating, and such indifference 
always shows its marked ‘effects. For instance, 
sprayed and unsprayed orchards in a season that was 
full of promise a few years ago looked very much 
alike until the months of July and August, when it 
was discovered that the unsprayed orchards had been 
devastated by the first and second broods of the cod- 
ling moth. Last year the trees suffered from late cold 
blizzards. The careful orchardist gave the best atten- 
tion to injured trees, while indifferent apple growers 
failed to give help when it was most needed, and there 
can be no question as to difference in results, which 
will not be apparent until several weeks later in the 
season. Yet, notwithstanding all contingencies and 
conditions, there seems to be a sure confidence that 
the apple crop for this season will eclipse the record 
of many previous years.”

Future Tomatoes—There has been renewed activ- 
ity in the future tomato market in the last week, espe- 
cially in the No. 3 size. It is still possible to pick 
up an occasional lot on the basis of 72% cents, f. o. b.

packers are holding for more money and at the pres- 
ent time the chances seem to be in their favor on 
account of the belated and cold spring and the condi- 
tions at present existing in the spot market.

Argue Against Salus (Pennsylvania) Weights and Measures 
Bill. 


Leading representatives of the wholesale and retail 
grocery trade and also of food manufacturers went 
to Harrisburg recently to argue before the commit- 
tee of the Pennsylvania legislature against the Salus 
weights and measures bill. The Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association of Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Dela- 
ware presented a statement containing objections to 
the measure, in which was the following: 

There is no provision in this bill for numerical count. Ar- 
ticles of food, to the extent of millions of dollars annually, 
are sold to the consumers of Pennsylvania by the dozen, or 
numerical count, such, for instance, as canned vegetables, 
eanned fruits, canned fish, bottled goods, such as pickles, 
olives, jellies and many other varieties, both domestic and 
foreign, and oranges and bananas, as sold by retailers. * * * 

Another very serious objection is the fact that there is no 
allowance for weight variations, and the bill before Congress 
especially allows for weight variations, for it is an impossi- 
bility to pack eanned goods and have each and every can 
of exactly the same weight, no matter what care is used or 
accurate the machinery; there necessarily will be a variation 
of a slight degree in almost every can. 

Another great objection is that the bill does not provide 
for any loss of weight by evaporation. It is a well-known

South Dakota Net Weight Law—Quantity and Grade Must 
Be Stated on Label. 


South Dakota Food Commissioner Alfred N. Cook 
issued under recent date Bulletin No. 18, stating that 
the South Dakota net weight law imposes the follow. 
ing requirements: 

Each and every package of food must be stamped to 
show the true net weight, measure, or numerical count 

2. It must bear the name of the manufacturer or whole 
saler, together with the address of the same. 

3. The true grade, or class, of the product must be given, 

4. All goods in the hands of retailers and wholesalers 
within the State on July Ist, 1911, are exempt and do not 
come within the terms of the law. According to the opinion 
of the Attorney General, this provision does not apply to 
goods outside of the State. 

The Department will allow variations on account of small 
unavoidable errors in weighing, if the error is found to be as 
often above as below the stated weight, and will also take 
into consideration shrinkage due to climatic conditions jn 
ease of packages put up under normal conditions from nor 
mal stock. 

Pending the establishing of standards by the State Food 
and Drug Commissioner, we would respectfully request whole. 
sale firms doing business in South Dakota to comply as nearly 
as possible with that part of the law requiring the true class 
or grade of the product to be plainly marked upon the con- 
tainer. 

It is expected that a system of standards can be cstab- 
lished and announced by March Ist, 1912. 


The Commissioner will enforce this law with prosecutions, 


if necessary. Therefore, dealers should not accept any goods 
after July 1st which are rot labeled to show the true net 
weight, or measure, or numerical count, as well as the name 
of the manufacturer or wholesaler, unless such goods are 
purchased from one of our own wholesale houses within the 
state. Our own South Dakota wholesale houses will on the 
first of July, no doubt, have in stock a considerable quanti 

of goods not labeled according to our net weight law, an 

under the terms of the law, these goods will be exempt and 
dealers need have no fear in handling the same. 

The following is the text of the law, which is simply an 
amendment to the third paragraph of Section 6 of our gen- 
eral food law, passed two years ago. 4 

The law, as amended, reads as follows: 

‘‘That for the purposes of this Act, an article shall be 
deemed to be misbranded, 

‘In ease of food.’’ 

(First and second paragraphs omitted.) 

‘‘Third. Every package-form, bottle or container, if the 
same does not bear the true net weight, the true net measure 
or true numerical count, the name of the real manufacturer 
or jobbers, and the true grade or class of the product, all of 
which is to be expressed on the face of the principal label, in 
clear, distinct English words, so that the same can be p 
read, Provided, that package, bottle or container on hand 
at the time of taking effect of this Act do not come within 
the provisions of this paragraph.’’

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C. S. TRENCH & CO.’S DISCUSSION OF BUSINESS SITU- 
ATION AND OUTLOOK. 

C. S. Trench & Co., New York, in their last market 
report, discuss business conditions and the general 
commercial and financial outlook as follows: 

Business shows no improvement, and the developments have 
been in the direction of lessened activity. There is a complete 
absence of speculative interest. The uncertainty regarding the 
trust decisions, and the tariff, acts as a paralysis on enterprise 
and incentive. Basie conditions are acknowledged to be sound, 
but while this is an assurance of no trouble ahead, there is 
at present no prospect, we think, of any better business this 
summer, unless Congress should previously adjeurn. 

There is a feeling in financial cireles that the trust decisions 
will be made May 15, but if not made on that date they will 
go over until the next Oceober session of the Supreme Court. 
Should the decision come this month, no matter whether it is 
favorable or unfavorable, it will be good for business, but the 
real trouble with the situation, we think, is the uncertainty of 
what, if anything, will be done on the tariff, and the certainty 
that if anything is done it will be for lower duties, which 
means lower prices for commodities. In other words, the 
necessary reduction in the cost of living which is now in 
process, and which our legislators intend to help along by 
lower duties, while absolutely necessary for the wetfare of the 
nation, which is made up principally of wage earners, must be 
borne and paid for by the producers, manufacturers and dealers 
of the commodities, in the decline of the price of which it is 
proposed to find the cure for the increased cest of living. In 
other words, the farmers, the producers of raw material by 
mining operations, the manufacturers, whose protection profits 
it is proposed to cut, and the merchant who is facing a decline 
in the price of his goods, are being called upon to suffer tem- 
porarily for the general goed. 

Irrespective of what may result from what occurred in Con- 
yress yesterday, the present disturbed condition of business 
affairs has been increased by the resolution introduced for a 
sweeping investigation of the United States Steel Corporation, 
the sugar trust, and the woolen trust. We believe there is 
more politics in this movement than anything -else, and that 
the unsettling effects on business in consequence will more 
than offset any good results to be obtained by this action at 
the present time. As far as the metal-trade is concerned; the 
United States Steel Corporation is recognized _as. having done 
more than any other trust to advance the cause of publicity. 
They have issued more information to the publie than. any 
other trust, and we have good reasons for believing that the 
government has had a free access to all their records. The 
movement would be very much more interesting and would 
receive more sympathy from the metal trade if-the lead trust 
had been included in the list. This trust has followed a policy 
diametrically the opposite of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, and if there is to be any investigation by the govern- 
ment it would seem as if it should begin at the doors of those 
trusts that have refused in the past to realize their obligations 
to the public. 

The present business outlook is; we think, extremely unsatis- 
factory, with every prospect of being worse before it is better. 


CANNERYMEN TO FIGHT FISH PIRATES. 


Prominent salmon cannerymen. of Betlingham, 
Wash., will this season put-forth greater efforts than 
ever to protect their catch from fish pirates who have 
infested the fishing grounds of Belhmgham cannerymen 
for several years past. To carry ont this project sev- 
eral concerns at Bellingham, Anacortes and Blaine have 
agreed to combine forces in-order that they-may more 
successfully meet the common enemy. ~The speediest 
crafts of the various plants will be contributed to the 


mosquito fleet which will be -tsed-to patrol fishing: 


grounds during the night. An-extra watchman will 
be employed at the traps and in the case of larger 
interests a small searchlight will be installed- which 
will be used to spot the pirates in the act of raising the 
traps. 








MANUFACTURERS OF PROTECTED PRICE PRopy 
CHANGE TERMS. 


It is significant that with all the talk in the r 
trade about the Supreme Court decision in the Mi 
Chemical Co. case, says the Journal of Céttliees 
not affecting selling terms of manufacturers oedbiter 
the price, a number of the specialty concerns “ 
already announced changes in their agreements wit 
jobbers and retailers. And it is further noteworth 
that all of the reports of these changes come leat 
western states, such as California, for example, where 
the exponents of the protected price plan have believed 
the system absolutely impregnable. 





One of the condensed milk companies on the Pacific 
Coast in sending out notices of the changes says: 
“We regret very much that this change in our sellin 
plan has seemed necessary. Throughout our use of 
‘protected price plan’ we have done our utmost to keep 
good faith with the trade, and have succeeded in stop- 
ping immediately all cases of ‘cutting’ which have been 
reported to us. Under the changed conditions it would 
appear that any ‘cutting’ that might be done on the 
—— brand would be beyond our power to control, and 
the only course open to us under which we could con- 
tinue to act in good faith with the trade in general 
appears to publicly announce a change in the selling 
policy placing ——— upon a competitive basis.” 

Another large company, which has a national sale 
for its soaps and cleaning powders, states the retail 
selling prices on its products are withdrawn, but it 
urges retailers to “endeavor to secure a fair margin 
of profit.” One of the big packing house concerns 
hopes to get around the decision by changing its terms, 

In explaining the revised selling terms one of the com- 
pany’s representatives says: “You will notice that in 
the first part-of.the contract we set up a reason for 
the price which we seek to maintain. It also differs 
from the old contract which sought to ‘establish’ the 
price. This word ‘establish’ seems to have cut quite a 
figure in the case above referred to. The manufac- 
turers claimed that they had ‘established’ a certain price 
and the cut-rate stores claimed they had ‘established’ 
a different price. In our new sticker you will note that 
we ‘require’ the minimum price as a protection of our 
trade-mark.”

The 
Norwegian sardine 1s the article most in demand. It 
is claimed that the kind of sprat used by the sardine 
sackers does not appear In. waters farther north than 
Bergen. Some ol the herring and sprat are now laid 
in “bouillon” instead of oil. The bouillon is not what 
is generally understood by the term, but stock ex- 
tracted from fresh fish by boiling. 

“The sardine packers’ union held meetings at Stav- 
anger and passed resolutions to the effect that here- 
after only olive oil shall be used in packing sardines, 
and that sprat shall be lawfully caught only at cer- 
tain times of the vear, when the fish is in best condi- 
tion, The resolutions were objected to by a minority, 
who afterwards withdrew from the union.” 

The value of the sardines exported from Norway 
to the United States in 1910 was $1,132,481, as com- 
pared with $852,412 in 1909.
